Jeſu 
aid to the Multitude if any Man come unt 
me, and hate not lis Father and Mother, 
and Wife, and Children, and Brethren, anl 
Siſters, yea and his own Life alſo, he cannot l 
my Diſciple : which all Commentators under- 
ſtand to mean when they come in Competi 
tion with Chriſt or his Doctrines, but good jin- 
ple Chriſtians do not underſtand the Command 
in this Senſe, becauſe they don't love to pu 
it in Practice, as you do; but then, they ought 
to have this Precept the more ſtrongly inforc'd; 


ous in this Argument in your Defence, for tha 

ou never was in your Life, except in Malig 
nity and Slander. It will be time enough t 
be more Serious, if any one, out of meer M.
